A few minutes after midnight the 
Japanese despatched more than a 
dozen tanks and armoured cars, 
with other reinforcements, to the 
Kungping Road area, which has been 
converted into a roaring battlefield. 
The Japanese are desperately trying 
to drive out the Chinese wedge: In 
castern Hongkew. 

All evening long the Chinese and 
Japanese have been struggling in the 
Kungping Road district, where the 
Chinese had delivered heavy blows 
earlier and had actually advanced

In spite of the fact that they were 
rushing reinforcements to-the area, 
the Japanese claimed they had al- 
ready driven the Chinese back to 
Tongshan Road ond that the bluc- 
Jackets were now consolidating their 
positions under a heavy Chinese fire.

For 
example, the bus, tramway and taxi 
services have been partially resumed 
ond the telephone system }s working 
normally, The Public Works de- 
partment has neatly repaired the 
bomb crater in front of the Cathay 
Hotel and has opened the first block 
of Nanking Road to traffic. 
Whiteaway, Lafdlaw's store, in 
the same block, has reopened and 
hns hung signs advertising a great, 
annual August sale. : 
Perhaps the fact that the public 
seems to be returning to equanimity 
is largely due to the fact thet nerves 
are becoming gradually adjusted to 
the periodic shelling and bombing, 
and the swooping ucroplancs. But 
the war is still raging at the elly's 
front, back and side doors and there 
is every prospect that conditions will 
become worse before they are better, 
As a matter of fact, Whiteaway, 
Laidlaw's sole, though it {s attracting 
the normal number of customers or 
even more, indicates the mental 
attitude of the people. The articles 
demanded are “evacuation dresses,” 
which one shop advertised yester- 
duy, thermos bottles, first ald sup- 
plies, candles for use in case the 
electricity fails, canned and other 
casliy preserved foods.—United Press. 


REACH CHIMEI ROAD 


Shanghal, Aug. 19. 

The main body of Chinese forces, 
pushing south from the Klangwan 
sector, this afternoon succeeded In 
reaching the Intersection of Chimel 
and Dixwell Roads where the 
Japanese are beating a hasty re- 
treat. Another -.column. has now 
swung towards Yochow and Tang- 
shan Roads, 

The Chinese artillery to-day con- 
tinued to shell the Wayside area in 
an atiempt to isolate the right. and 
left flanks of ‘the Japanese in that 
region, One shell struck the Japa- 
nese Jih Hwa Cotton Mill’ on the 
Pootung -side.

FAIL TO LAND 


Shanghal, Aug. 19 (10 p.m.) 

A large detachment of new Japa- 
nese reinforeements which attempted 
to land from warships at the Jukong 
Wharf under cover of heavy artil- 
lery fire was literally mowed down 
by withering fire from Chinese 
machine-guns concealed in nests 
along various sections of the river, 
it was disclosed to-night. 

Owing to the impossibility of 
landing at the Wayside Wharf, the 
property of Japanese shipping in- 
terests which has been blown to 
bits by Chinese bombers, the 
Japanese -reinforcements chose to 
make their atiempt at Janding at. the 
Chinese Jukong Wharf which. the 
Japanese bombed at the opening of 
hostilities last weck., 

The Chinese military received in- 
formation of the Japanese plan to 
Jand at the Jukong Wharf and march 
to the Klangwan Civic Centre where 
they would attempt to repeat the 
story of the 1932 hostilities by dis- 
lodging the Chinese entrenched in 
the Woosung and Klangwan scctors. 

Despite the barrage of shells from 
guns ‘on the Japanese warships 
anchored in the river, the Chinese 
advanced cautiously under cover of 
darkness, and with the-ald- of. col- 
leagues from the Pootung side, swept 
the. Japanese landing party with 
continuous machine-gun fire. 

Hundreds of Japanese fell into the 
river, according to the Chinese 
description of the encounter, while 
the remaining Japanese returned to 


thelr warssips.—Central News.

Forty-six Japanese warships, re- 
presenting the largest Japanese ficct 
ever to be in Shanghal, are anchored 
in the Whangpoo and off Woosung, 
according to Chinese military reports 
made public to-night.

SHANGHAI 
PLAN 


It is perhaps too much to hope 
that the British plan for pre- 
serving the International Settle- 
ment in Shanghai from further 
havoc, by the creation of a 
neutral zone, to be made possi- 
ble by the withdrawal of Chinese 
and Japanese combatants be- 
yond this area, will be brought 
into operation. None: the less, 
the scheme is one which, in the 
joint interests of both China and 
Jupan, should be accepted. “The 
Japanese have hitherto contend: 
ed that their forces are in the 
Settlement for the protection of 
the lives and property of their 
nationals. An opportunity is 
now provided to test the sincer- 
ity of this contention, because 
it is an essential part of the 
British plan that, once the 
Japanese and Chinese forees are 
withdrawn, the task of sufe- 
guarding foreign interests will 
be assumed by the Settlement 
Powers, principally Britain, the 
United States and France, Were 
it not for the admission already 
made by the Chinese that they 
are unable to guarantee the in- 
violacy of the Settlement, China 
might resent the taking over of 
control by foreign’ forces. Her 
chief complaint, however, is that 
the Japanese are using the 
Settlement as a base for military 
operations, and she argues that 
she is therefore compelled to 
take appropriate action to oust 
the intruders from their posi- 
tions. The happenings of the 
past week have shown that, with 
conditions as they are at pre- 
sent, disaster may occur at any 
moment through the accidental 
dropping of bombs, to say noth- 
ing of the effects of actual mili- 
tary operations within . the 
Settlement ‘area. In these in- 
cidents, not only foreign but also 
Chinese life and property are en- 
dangered. This consideration 


{should surely carry weight with 


the Chinese in their attitude to- 
wards the British proposal. 
Similarly, Japancac interests 
stand to suffer further by con- 
tinuation of the strife within the 
Settlement. The fact Ja. that

land from the Irish Free State. 

Equipped with machine-guns, rifles, 


revolvers, and bombs, terror ganyts 


came from across the border and. by 
wreekime one of the railway main 
lines and 24 Customs houses (half of 
them dn Ulster) did their best to show 
their spite, The damage to the rail- 
way achleved) what) was wanted, 
namely, the prevention of number of 
loyalists in Dublin and Southern Ire- 
land from reaching Belfast to pay 
their respects to their Sovereigns. 
The outrages were . intended as a 
direct affront to the King and Queen

achievement as a State is so great 
and the severest crithes of the pro-

cidents, and they will not improve 
the reputation ef Southern Ireland. 
The worst of the Incidents occurred in 
the City Hall at Belfast, Jess than 
900 yards from the route of the royal 
procession. Police-who rushed to the 
seene found a huge crater torn in 
the street and shop and = factory 
windows broken over a wide area. It 
was apparently hoped to blow up the 
Talbot Strect electricity station, which 
Would have cut off the City’s power. 


ATTEMPTS TO WRECK TRAINS 


Other Incidents included the dis- 
covery af un attempt to wreck trains 
carrying 600 special constables. on 
thelr return to Londonderry; a-land 
mine, to which a ‘clock was attached, 
wad found on the line. 


A Belfast pdliceman was held up at 
pistol point by two men, who took 
his revolver from him; they then 
destroyed decorations which had been 
put up for the royal visit. 


Armoured cars paraded the strects 
asa special precaution for the pro- 
eesslon, and police mingled with the 
crowd, while others were statloned on 
the roof tops along the route, 


At Tyholland,; Co, Monaghan, a 
Customs Officer was surpriscd by a 
party of armed men who entered his 
station, tied him up and Aung him 
Into a ditch before setting fire to the 
building. 


Clones,’ town near the border at 
Fefmanagh, was wakened by the 
sound of rifle and revolver fire. 

* Masked men rushed through the town 
with a-machine gun, rifles’ and re- 
volvers, and stormed the Free State 
customs station at Carrickcarnon, the 
most Important in Ireland.

Registering Thought Waves 


There ts a man in Italy who claims 
that he can register thought waves. 
He is Professor “Ferdinand Cazza- 
malli, lecturer in psychiatry ond 
neurology at the University of Rome. 


I met him at the International 
Congress for Psychieal Research in 
Oslo, and I suw his film records: of 
the electro-magnetic radiations which 
ure emilicd by the brain during 
intense creatlve activity or in Hght 
trance, : 


In a normal frame of mind the 
braln does not emit these waves. 
Emotion, a great tdea, thinking of a. 
maaterpicee, n psychic experience, or 
another kind of thrill will produce 
various patterns on the oscillograph, 
which is Cazzamalil’s recording 
medium, Over subterranean waters 
or underground metal specific varia- 
tlons occur which the brain of 
diviners interprets unfallingly. Ac- 
cording to Cnzzamalll, it ls from the 
reception of siniilar electro-magnetic 
waves that the brain 
derives the knowledge which we call 
supernormal, 4 


Cazzamalli’s discoveries, however, 
do not lend us very for. I asked 
him what he makes of his wave 
charts. He shrugged his shoulders, 
Ne can record them, but {it cannot 
eead them. The churt is there but 
is a closed book. He cannot even 
be certain that the oscillatlons cor- 
respond to the actual emations or 
thoughts. ig 


We must find another line of ap- 
Prouch. Certain mysterlous pheno- 
mena seem to suggest that the brain 
dis‘ not only a wireless receiver, but 
‘also a complete television set. There 
is no better attested psychle phenos 
menon than apparitions of the dead 
or dying at the moment of death to 
those to whom bonds of affection tie 
them. How the brain percelves an 
apparition we do not know. Snying 
that it Is by telepathy docs not help 
much, By Intensely thinking of us, 
the dead or dying should transmit, 
by a telepathic process, our image 
and ‘not -thelrs.

That ts good advice for all who 
write, and wil who talk, and all 
who have to act, on and about 
political happenings. 

We all tend so much to Mve from day 
to tay, to forget the past, to ignore the 
cuit of things, to get them ott of 
perspective, to see them myoplcally, 
no that only the Immediate fs clear, tho 
rest blurred and hazy to our vision. 

And that ts dangerous. It means, 
almost inevitably, bad and nasty 
Judgment, based lesa on understand. 
ing than on the emotion of the 
thoment, 

“There is no passion 60 much trans- 
ports the sincerity of judgment os 
docs anger,” says Montaigne, calmest 
of philosophers; but the more or less Is 
no great matters alt passions mar the 
Judgment, 


Look Back 


E know that well enough 
» in private affairs: un- , 
happily, we are less ° 
guarded In public matters, in which it 
ts, oddly and dangerously, counted 
rather a good thing to base Judgment 
—und tnke actlon—at the dictate of 
anger or indignation or some other 
eniotion, 

And for that—Kipling ts surely right 
--the best cure ls to look back to tho 
past, and see coolly and in perspective 
how stale and foolish scem now Uings 
which not s0 Iong ago seemed to the 
hot moad and the distorted judgment 
of the moment oll important. 

Moreover, you cannot hope to under- 
stand any issuc or any problem unless 
you know something of its causes, of 
the past. which haa determined the 
present: as Marx rightly insisted that 
you cannot hope to understand ° 
economics without some knowledge of 
economlc history, : 

Now Kipling’s advice to “dig among 
the files" is good: bit maybe too good. 

No busy man has tlme to dig and 
flope nmong nll those Mies of news- 
papers and despatches and speeches 
and diaries and documents which are 
the day to day record of those hap- 
peninga of the past which have made 
the problems of the present, . 
a@That is the historlan’s Job. But we, 
who cannot dig, can ng. Jeast use tho 
results of .the digging, Aud if not 
from the files, then ab least from the 
books, we can recal) the past, and.use 
it to understand the present, 


Two Surveys 


F we do not do that 

sometimes, then, . quite 

certainly and very perl- 
lously, wo sholl scc the spresent all 
askew and all out of perspective. 

How many people, for example, who 
talk to-day nbout tho Spanish war, 
hayo Jn mind, or can remember, what 
happened in Spain before Inst July— 
why Alfonso fell, or, for that mattcr, 
why ho ever reigned: or what passed 
between his flight from Madrid and 
-the revolt of the gencrals. 

Yet without that “background ” 
what {s any opinion worth? 

So If we want to think, or talk, or 
act, sensibly, about “ things nbroad.” 
about “international relations" and 
the rest of it, it Is quite essential tha’ 
now and again we turn back among 


interpenctrates a kindred conscious- 
ness, thus producing instantaneous 
awareness. Here is an instance from 
my own family history:— 


One night when I went to bed dog- 
tired my wife woke me up. She was 
almost hysterical. 


“A dreadful thing has happened,” 
she sald. “As [ was falling asleep 
1 saw Uncle Willie foaming at the 
mouth and shouting, ‘I will show

I tricd to calm my wife, saying 
that she must have been dreaming. 
A few days later I went on business 
to Budapest, where’ Uncle Willic 
lived. My sister-in-law told mei— 


“We had an anxious letter from 
your wife, and we answered her thnt 
everything was O.K. But the tact 
{a that Uncle Willle, who for some 
time was going from bad to worse, 
‘and had tricd. to kill himself, -has 
finnlly succeeded. He saved up his 
sleeping powdlr, ond took it all in 
one dose.” 5 


I inquired about the date of the 
tragedy. It was the very night of 
my wife's vision. : 


If consciousness can expand in 
this mystcrious manner, it may not 
be the product of the brain. It may 
be only associnted with It, and, per- 
haps, it could exlst without ft. In 
fact, it is impossible to picture 
survival of bodily death without 

- postulating this apnrtness. 


. Will rndlo ever help us to under-.

Shanghai, August 20 (12.10 p.m.) 

.The Shanghai garrison headquarters announced this morning 
that the Chinese’ had captured the Nippon Yusen Kaisha’s Wayside 
Wharf, thus cutting the Japanese land comm uni ‘ations between the 
neighbourhood of the Japanese Consulate and lower Yangtsepoo, but 
either the report was somewhat previous or they have since been dis- 
lodged, for there is no sign of them there now.. 

The Chinese announced Wayside Wharf was captured late last 
night after a three-hour battle. Chinese trench mortars set fire to the 
N.Y.K’s Pootung Wharf across the Whangpoo, also. However, Lieut.- 
Commander Eiichi Yamanouichi; staff officer

Proceeding enstward along East 
Brondway we saw across the Whang- 
poo the orightly burning Mitsul 
Wharf in Pootung, not the N.Y.K.

The United States destroyer No. 
219 has just steamed up the Whung- 
poo, presumably preparatory to 
escorting refugees to the President 
Hoover, which is anchored off Woo-- 
sung. The tender will not leave,

It is perhaps too much to hope 
that the British plan for pre- 
serving the International Settle 
ment.in Shanghai from further 
havoc, by the creation of a 
neutral zone, to be made possi- 
ble by the withdrawal of Chinese 
and Japanese combatants —be- 
yond this area, will be brought 
into operation, None the less, 
the scheme is one which, in the 
joint interests of both China and 
Japan, should: be accepted, The 
Japanese have hitherto content 
ed that their forees are in the 
Settlement for the protection of 
the lives and property of their 
An, opportunity is

nationals, 
now provided to test the sincer- 
ity of this contention, because 
it is an essential part of the 
British plan that, once the 
Jupanese and Chinese forces are 
withdrawn, the task of safe- 
guarding foreign interests will 
be assumed by the Settlement 
Powers, principally Britain, the 
United States and France. Were 
it not for the admission already 
made by the Chinese that they 
are unable to guarantee the in- 
violacy of the Settlement, China 
might resent the taking over of 
control by foreign forces. .Her 
chief complaint, however, is that 
the Japanese are using. the 
Settlement as a base for military 
operations, and she argues that 
she is therefore, compelled to 
take appropriate action to oust 
the intruders from their posi- 
tions. The happenings of the 
past weel have shown that, with 
conditions us. they are at pre- 
sent, disaster.may oceur'at any 
moment through the accidental 
dropping of bombs, to say noth- 
ing of the effects of actual mili- 
tary operations within the 
Settlement arca. In these in- 
cidents, not only foreign-but algo 
Chinese lifa and property are en- 
dangered. This consideration 
should surely carry weight with 
the Chinese in’ their attitude to- 
wards the British proposal. 
Similarly, Japaneso interests 
stan },to suffer further by con- 
tinuation of the strife within the

In the first place,. public 
opinion is more complacent: 
partly because the prolongation 
of the boom period by the: arti- 
ficink aid of large-scale rearma- 
ment has bluried the ultimate 
facts and taken temporarily a 
little of the blackness out of the 
black areas, and partly because 
of the political exhaustion which 
followed the betrayal of demo- 
eracy in the Abyssinian — crisis 
and which has weakened resjst- 
anee wo the naked challenge of 
the European dictatorships in 
Spain. 


Moreover, the organised par- 
ties of the, Opposition, apprehen- 
sive of threat to the influence of 
the party machines and fearful 
of unfamiliar, and therefore 
dangerous, ideas, have frowned 
upon the idea of common action 
and upon each other and remain 
as doctrinally exclusive as ever. 

Yet recent events have proved 
beyond all theorising that the 
progressive parties “eannot by 
themselves win political success. 
They are definitely losing 
ground, 

Millions of British citizens who 
are concerned nbout u few funda- 
mental issues end are extremely 
suspicious of the present Gov- 
ernment’s real attitude to these 
jgsues gee nothing to hope. for 
from the confused and divided 
elements of the Opposition. 

‘They know now that as long 
as these elements keep apart it 
is impossible either to construct 
a democratic programme or “to 
organise a democratic victory. 

In a penetrating analysis of 
the electoral position Mr. Cole 
comes to the unanswerable con- 
clusion not only’ that no Labour 
victory is in sight but that a 
clear. Labour Parliamentary 
majority in any conceivable cir- 
cumstances is impossible, ; 

It is almost technically impos-
